(In Camera) of October 4, 1977. 

Mayor Volrich, on behalf of Council welcomed the Lord 
Provost of Edinburgh, The Right Honourable Kenneth Borthwick 
and the Lady Provost, Mrs. Borthwick. Accompanying the 
honoured guests was Mr. Andrew A. Fyall, Public Relations 
Officer for the City of Edinburgh. 

The Mayor presented the Lord Provost with an illuminated 
scroll from the City of Vancouver to recognize the bond between 
the two cities. 

The Lord Provost responded and presented the City with 
the official flag of the City of Edinburgh and a scroll to 
commemorate the 'Twinning'.
